Greek Election 


'T owas inevitable as well ax in keeping 
I with the best democratic principles that 
after the defeat of the Soviet-supported 
Communist revolt and the virtual end of 
the civil war, the Greek people themeclves 
should be afforded the opportunity Co 
decide upon their future course, Tirat 
opportunity has new been provided by the 
Greek Cabinet crisis, which, however In- 
opportune at the moment, bas led to the 
appointment of a caretaker Government, 
the dissolution of Purllament and new 
national elections on February 19. The 
fact that such elections can now be held 
with a fair prospect of success [s in itself 
both evidence of Greece's return to more 
normal conditions and a tribute to the 
Truman’ Doctrine, which made this 
possible. There are some misgivings 
whether. the date chosen 
possible, for some sections of the country 
are likely to be snowbound at that time 
and others are still under martial law. 
But by far the greater part of the country 
is now safe and free. Much of the war- 
wrecked economy has been restored; the 
great majority of the refugees have been 
returned to their homes; communications 
have been reopened; the foreign troops
